The Baghdad meeting of Arab 
foreign and economic minister* 
called to discuss sanctions 
against Egypt was on the verge 
of collapse last night when 
several delegations threatened 
to leave the Iraqi capital in 
protest against the conference’s 
failure to take decisive action. 

Damascus Radio said that the 
Syrian delegation had walked out of 
last night’s "evening session." in- 
dicating that it had not totally aban- 
doned the conference. The radio said 
that the walkout came in protest 
against attempts by "some Arab 
states" to soften sanctions against 
Egypt.

Liberation Organization said that his 
movement has in effect pulled out. 
adding that Syria and Libya had also 
withdrawn. 

A virtual blackout was Imposed on 
the conference late lost night, with 
bits and pieces of Inside information 
coming out by way of Jordan’s of- 
ficial news agency. 

Earlier in the evening, the 
ministers decided to summon their 
heads of state to the Iraqi capita] to 
decide what economic sanctions 
should be Imposed on Egypt for sign- 
ing the peace treaty with Israel. 

The move was evidently taken 
after the ministers failed to Interpret 
a resolution by last November's 
Baghdad summit which 
recommended the application of 
economic sanctions that do not 


"harm the Egyptian people." The 
Issue at stake appeared to involve 
the thin line separating the economic 
interests of ordinary Egyptians from 
those of President Anwar Sadat's 
government. 

What the ministers had managed 
to agree on was to extend the Arab 
boycott against Israel to all Egyp- 
tian firms and individuals dealing 
with Israel. 

There was no mention of stopping 
the financial aid which Saudi Arabia 
and other oil-rich Arab states have 
been extending to Egypt. It Is on this 
question that the Baghdad con- 
ference appears to have foundered. 

The position of Saudi Arabia, vital 
to the effectiveness of the anti-

Callaghan 
gov’t falls 
by 1 vote 

LONDON (UPI). — Prime 
Minister James Callaghan last 
night crashed to defeat in f 
House of Commons no- 
confidence vote that ended three 
years of political tightrope walk- 
ing rule at the head of a minority 
Labour government and meant 
he will be forced into an early 
general election. 

Callaghan said he will dissolve 
parliament and order a general elec- 
tion as soon as possible.

Jordan '8 state radio said these in- 
clude the transfer of the Arab 
League headquarters from Cairo to 
Tunis, and the Council of Arab 
Economic Unity to Amman. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Saadoun 
Hamadi said that the ministers 
agreed on the political aspects of 
their anti -Sadat drive, but agree- 
ment on the economic sanctions bad 
still to be thrashed out. 

"I believe that it will not be dif- 
ficult for us to reach unanimity 
regarding this aspect." Hamadi 
said. 

Jordan yesterday took the sur- 
prising step of recalling Its am- 
bassador to Cairo, Zhoukan el- 
Hindavd, apparently as part of the 
political sanctions. 

The Jordanians did not make clear 
whether the recall of the am- 
bassador to Amman was a prelude to 
breaking off diplomatic ties with 
Cairo.

Sadat says Soviets may ‘push’ Gaddafi 

Egyptian ‘alert’ on Libyan border

WASHINGTON. — President Anwar 
Sadat disclosed yesterday that 
Egypt has placed its forces on 
heightened alert along Us Libyan 
border. "If the Soviet Union pushes 
(Libyan leader Mu am mar) Gaddafi, 
he will have to face the conse- 
quences." Sadat warned. 

Winding up his visit here, the 
Egyptian leader thus confirmed 
speculation among diplomatic 
observers in Cairo that tension along 


the Libyan border had Increased 
significantly in recent days, 
presumably as a result of Egypt's 
having signed a peace treaty with 
Israel. 

“I think after the lesson In 1977 
(when Egypt and Libya clashed on 
their borders), I think he (Gaddafi) 
will not repeat It. But he might be 
pushed by the Soviets." Sadat told 
reporters at a news conference at the 
Egyptian embassy. The Egyptian 
leader was due to leave Washington 
last night (after midnight Israel 
time) for West Germany, where he 


Sadat fasted to ensure peace

WASHINGTON. — President Anwar Sadat fasted from dawn to dusk, as is 
customary only during the Moslem month of Ramadan, for six months, from 
the end of the Camp David summit conference until about two weeks ago, as 
he prayed for peace. 

This was revealed to The Jerusalem Post by a dose confidant of the presi- 
dent, who said that Sadat lost over eight kilos during his fast. 

The confidant said that the fast was accompanied by “daily prayers for 
peace," and stopped two weeks ago, only on the advice of the president's per- 
gonal physician. 

Sadat had come to believe by that time that a peace treaty with Israel In any 
case would be signed, the source said. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin ’a visit to Cairo next week, the source noted 
offered an "Important opportunity" to try to Improve the premier's Image 
among the Egyptian people. 

The confidant, who did not want his name disclosed, felt that It would be "a 
good idea" for Begin to issue a special message to the Egyptian people prior to 
the visit. Such a message would be given the widest possible coverage in the 
Egyptian news media, and could contribute "to creating a new era of 
goodwill." 

While Begin 's declaion to address the Egyptian People's Assembly In 
Hebrew was understandable, since Sadat had addressed the Knesset In 
Arabic, the source continued, It might be advisable for Begin also to offer 
some part of his speech tn English as well. The source explained that a speech 
in translation always, loses some Impact, and given Be gin’s "oratorical 
ability," it would be a "pity" to miss out on this.

Sadat said he had received reports 
of military activity along the border 
with Libya, and that Syrian planes 
had been sent to Libya last week.

“Lebanon has 
proved to be a fiasco or quagmire. 
The situation is deteriorating in 
Syria itself. When he pulls back, I 
think some changes will take place." 

As be has done repeatedly since 
arriving here. Sadat rejected the 
criticism levelled against him from 
the Arab world. Any decisions taken 
against Egypt at the Baghdad con- 
ference "will not change history at 
all or make It go back," he said. 

The Egyptian leader dismissed 
statements by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin regarding the 
future of Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza Strip. “Mr. Begin has made 
lots of statements," Sadat said, poin- 
ting out that with the signing of the 
peace treaty “a new era" has opened 
In toe Middle East.

Tanzanian guns said 
in range of Kampala 


NAIROBI (UPI). — A Tanzanian 
task force reportedly closed to 
within artillery range of the Ugan- 
dan capital of Kampala yesterday 
and the UN, ordered an eveuation of 
women and children dependents 
from the embattled city. 

Western diplomatic sources 
reported that the sounds of heavy 
gunfire were heard in the capital 
throughout Tuesday night and Into 
the early morning hours. However, 
.Ugandan President Xdi Amin's of- 
ficial Radio Kampala reported at 
midday that the situation in the city 
'has returned to normal." 

The diplomats said the Tanzanians 
were now northwest of the small 
town of Mpigl. 48 km. south of Kam- 
pala. From this location, the 
diplomats said, the capital was well 
within the range of Tanzania’s huge 
Russian-made 122mm. artillery 
guns. 

A second Tanzanian column was 
reported to be moving in a plncer 
movement to the east from toe town 
of Mltyanai 48 km. west of Kampala. 
The Ugandans admitted on Tuesday 
night that Mityana had fallen Into 
Tanzanian hands, cutting off the 
western province from road com- 
munications with the capital. 


The UN In Nairobi said that it was 
Implementing a "phase one" 
evacuation of its dependents from 
Kampala. A spokesman said that IK) 
women and children from 38 
different countries would leave the 
Ugandan capital In road convoys 
over the "next two or three days" for 
the safety of neighbouring Kenya. 

Tanzanian President Julius 
Nyerere said In a speech broadcast 
on Tuesday that Libyan leader 
Mu am mar Gaddafi had threatened 
to throw his forces Into the war on 
the side of Uganda if Tanzania did 
not withdraw in 24 hours. Nyerere 
said he had rejected the ultimatum. 

Western diplomats said they 
doubted there was much Gaddafi 
could do to implement the threat, 
since Libya has a relatively small 
army and most of it la tied up along 
the country's uneasy border with 
Egypt- 

Also, Libya lacks the aerial 
tankers to enable its warplanes to 
strike deep within Tanzanian 
territory and make a safe return to 
base. Tanzania also has a 
sophisticated missile air defence 
system around all of its Important 
cities. 


U.S. nuclear plant evacuated 
after ‘serious’ radiation leak 


HARRISBURG, Pennsylvania. — A 
cooling system leak yesterday, 
probably the most serious nuclear 
reactor accident to date, released 
radiation Into the atmosphere and 
triggered an automatic shutdown of 
a nuclear power plant. The plant was 
evacuated. 

Residents of areas near the plant, 
located on Three Mile Island in the 
Susquehann River about IS km. 
southeast of the state capital her$, 
were not evacuated, 

A Civil Defence spokesman said 
“there was a small off-site release of 
radiation (radioactive steam) 
reported at a possible 30 roentgens 
per hour, which is very minimal." 

But Pennsylvania environmental 
officials said that some radiation on 
the ground could affect milk supplies 
in about a week. 


A spokesman for Metropolltsn- 
Edison, part owner of the plant, said 
the 906-megawatt nuclear reactor 
no. 2 automatically shut down at 4 
a.m. due to a leak In the secondary 
cooling system caused by a valve 
that broke in a pump. 

"This resulted In some kind of de- 
pressurization within the reactor. 
Then, according to all the emergen- 
cy and backup systems we have in 
the plant, the plant shut down 
(automatically)," he said. "It was 
os simple as that." 

After the reactor automatically 
shut down, all the 500 employees of 
the generating station who reported 
for work were kept away and only es- 
sential staff were allowed to com- 
plete the necessary procedures 
before the plant was completely 
evacuated. (UPI. AP) 


Man blows self up 
in Moscow 
U.S. embassy 

MOSCOW (UPI). - An unidentified 
young man bolding out In the U.S. 
Embassy here yesterday pulled the 
pin on the home-made bomb that he 
was wearing, causing an explosion 
that ripped his clothes off but ap- 
parently left him alive - 

U.S. Ambassador Malcolm Toon 
confirmed late yesterday that the 
man, who had spent more than eight 
hours inside the consular section on 
the embassy's first floor, detonated 
the explosive device be was wearing 
around his waist. 

"The man pulled the pin and blew 
himself up," Toon said. "When they 
put him in the ambulance he was still 
alive. But at this point we're not 
clear on exactly what has 
happened." 

Earlier. Soviet authorities fired 
their tear gas barrages Into the em- 
bassy in an attempt to force the man 
out. Fire trucks and security police 
lined the street In front of the 
building. 

Toon bad earlier approved a Soviet 
request to use force in an attempt to 
get the man out of the building, after 
several hours of negotiations had 
failed. The man had walked into the 
consular section and demanded a 
visa to the U.S.: but he had been told 
by a consular official that "there's 
nothing more that I can do." The 
man then opened his suit coat, expos- 
ing the -bomb strapped to his waist. 


Egypt limiting size 
of Begin’s party 

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The size of the Israeli delegation 
which will accompany Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin to Cairo on 
Monday will be restricted at the re- 
quest of the Egyptian authorities, 
Knesset members learnt In 
Jerusalem yesterday. 

This emerged after clarifications 
by members of the Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee. They had 
contended that their body should 
also send representatives to the 
Egyptian capital, to match the 
Cabinet's representation in the 
American capital for the signing of 
the treaty and toe final negotiations 
which preceded it. 

Committee men pointed out that 
when Egypt's President Anwar 
Sadat came to-Jerusalem to visit the 
Knesset he brought some parliamen- 
tarians with him.

Backlogged TA 
Judge quits 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Judge Baruch 
Yekutlell of the Tel Aviv District 
Court resigned at the beginning of 
the week after only two years on the 
bench, leaving dozens of Incomplete 
cases. 

Yekutleil’s resignation and his 
delay In giving a verdict in a paterni- 
ty and child-support case, were the 
subject of a complaint by a woman's 
attorney to the president of the 
[District Court and the chairman of 
|the Bar Association. 

| During his tenure on the bench 
[Yekutlell dealt mainly with alimony 
and child support cases. In his com- 
plaint. lawyer Uria Be’er says that 
Judge Yekutlell had finished 
hearings of testimony In his client’s 
case In February of last year, but 
had not given a verdict yet — even 
though the client is destitute and had 
first applied to the courts in March 
1976, three years ago. 

Be'er asked that Immediate action 
be taken to end his client's sufferings 
from tardy, justice. The newly- 
attppfnted president of the Tel Aviv 
District Court, Judge Binyamin 
Cohen, said yesterday that judges 
would be* appointed to take care of 
the cases Yekutlell left Incompleted. 

Cohen said that in these cases, the 
law allows judges to continue 
hearings on the basis of the notes of 
protocol taken by their predecessors 
9*. if they wish, to hear oil or some of 
the witnesses* testimony again.

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‘Gestures’ clarified in 
phone call to New York

Conflicting reports about the 
gestures of goodwill which Premier 
Menahem Begin had agreed to make 
towards Egypt at the request of U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter Impelled 
Acting Premier Zevulun Hammer to 
phone through to New York yester- 
day and get an authoritative version 
from Be gin’s staff. 

At least one minister expressed his 
concern about gestures to Egypt in- 
volving the transfer of military 
government headquarters and the 
release of security prisoners. 


This minister, who preferred to re- 
main anonymous, cabled Begin urg- 
ing him to ensure that no Arabs were 
freed who might one day rejoin the 
Fatah terror organization. If Jewish 
prisoners were freed in a general 
amnesty, under principles deter- 
mined by the authorities, this 
minister wrote, then some Arabs 
who met the same criteria could also 
be let out. 

On the basis of the phone call to 
Be gin’s staff, the following picture 
emerged: 

• No promise was made to lift a ban 


on political activity because, as far 

as Israel Is concerned, the same 
degree of free political activity 
which existed before will continue. 

• Similarly, freedom of movement 
will not be increased. It will continue 
to exist in the degree to which it has 
existed until now. 

• No promise was given to stop ad- 
ministrative detentions. But the 
situation in the areas will probably 
be brought into line with the situa- 
tion now being legislated for Israel 
proper: namely that the president of 
the district court must approve each 
case of administrative detention. 

• The sole Military Government 
headquarters to be moved will be the 
one in Gaza. In Judea- Samaria, 
neither the Belt-El centra] head- 
quarters nor the various district 
headquarters will be moved. 

■ Family reunions will not be "ex- 
panded." They will carry on at the 
present rate. 

• No agreement was given in 
writing to free terrorists. However, 
an oral undertaking was given that 
in any genera! amnesty for 
prisoners, the possibility would be 
weighed of freeing Arabs sentenced 
on security grounds. 


Iraq-Syria discord seen 
keeping east front quiet

Although the eastern front is 
potentially a serious military threat 
to Israel, and the concentration of 
heavy weapons in Syria and Iraq is 
ominous, the threat of a conflagra- 
tion seems limited for now because 
Damascus and Baghdad are not 
cooperating closely and frankly. 

According to this view, expressed 
by authoritative sources in 
Jerusalem, there is a great deal of 
mistrust between the two regimes,, 
and this works against close 
cooperation. 

The threat of a conflagration 
might seem more imminent if Syria 
were to remove its expeditionary 
force from Lebanon, and reinforce 
its depleted units on the Golan 
Heights, which were thinned out 
when Syria sent troops into Lebanon 
in 1976. 


The sources added that the concen- 
tration of heavy weapons In Libya 
was exceptional, but said the Libyan 
army was small. 

The possibility of Egypt giving 
Libya "a slap" should not be ruled 
out, the sources said. Egypt had 
moved one division into its western 
desert some time ago. If it moved 
more troops, that could be a signal. 

The sources said that Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat was in firm 
control of his army and civil service. 
His situation was stable and his op- 
ponents were weak. 

Saudi Arabia seemed to be trying 
to temper the hostility of the radical 
Arab state's towards Egypt, the 
sources said. Jordan was vocally 
joining the chorus of the rejec- 
tionists, but its King Hussein had not 
abandoned his private wish to 
recover the West Bank. 


Sharon says expanding Galilee 
villages won’t block new ones 


Post Knesset Reporter 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
said yesterday that there is no con- 
tradiction between two plans for pop- 
ulating Galilee — through es- 
tablishing new settlements and 
through expanding existing ones. 

He was replying in the Knesset to a 
motion for the agenda by Yehezkel 
Zakai (Alignment)., which was 
referred to committee. 

Zakai argued that the three new 
settlement regions in Galilee — 
Segev, Tefen, and Tasalmon — 
which the ministry is establishing in- 
volve huge sums and will take a long 
time to implement. 

Existing moshaviin, on the other 
hand, already possess the necessary 
infrastructure — water, electricity, 


roads, schools, kindergartens, 
cultural centres, cooperative 
groceries. Zakai said. In such places 
If is not necessary to create sources 
of employment; these exist in abun- 
dance. both In the moshav and In 
nearby factories. 

Sharon said the two plans should 
be implemented simultaneously. 
The Segev, Tefen, and Tsalmon dis- 
tricts are designed to embrace 26 
new settlements, 12 of which are 
already at one stage or another of 
construction. 

In addition, 29 outposts are 
scheduled for construction In Galilee 
between now and July, Sharon said. 
He invited the younger generation 
in the moshavim to take the lead in 
joining these outposts. 


West Bank mayors stopped 
from taking food to Halhoul

Several West Bank mayors were 
yesterday refused permission by the 
military government to deliver two 
truckloads of food to Halhoul, where 
a curfew has been in force for the 
last fortnight. 

After meeting with represen- 
tatives of the International Red 
Cross, Ramallah Mayor Karim 
Khalaf, el-Bira Mayor Ibrahim 
TawiI and Nablus Mayor Bassam 
Shak’a set out with two trucks for 
Hebron. The IRC refused to accom- 
pany them, since the mayors were 
not equipped with a permit from the 
military government. 

bn arrival in Hebron, the three 
met with Mayor Fahd Kawasme in 
the municipality building and asked 
him to call the local military gover- 
nor to get permission to deliver the 
food to Halhoul. 


Security forces then asked the 
mayors to disperse, since their 
gathering was in contravention of 
the ban on political meetings in the 
administered territories and they 
were planning to infringe the curfew. 

One of the trucks tried to make its 
way to Halhoul without permission. 
Troops stopped it on the way and let 
the air out of its tires. An IDF 
spokesman last night denied 
Khalaf's claim that soldiers shot at 
the truck's wheels. 


The Halhoul curfew was imposed 
after two demonstrators were shot 
and killed while throwing rocks at a 
trapped Israeli passenger car. 


The military government has 
denied allegations that there is a 
food shortage In the town and says 
that there is an hour’s break in the 
curfew every day to allow the 
residents to do their shopping. 


U.S. official held up in Tel Aviv

TEL AVIV. — A U.S. State Depart- 
ment official, in Israel on official 
business, was robbed on Monday 
night while walking along Rehov 
Hayarkon, It was learned yesterday. 
The incident occurred between 
Frishman and Gordon Streets, a 
short walk from the U.S. Embassy. 

The official, David Baxter, 30, was 
jumped at 8 p.m. by two young men 
who snatched his gold wedding ring, 
gold watch, gold pendant, and wallet 
containing 8100 and IL860 In cash. 
The Tel Aviv police spokesman said 


one of the robbers held Baxter while 
the other stripped him of the 
valuables. 

Embassy press attache Jack 
Tuohy confired that Baxter, an 
American citizen, is in Israel on tem- 
porary duty for Washington. He said 
he was not at liberty to divulge any 
further infbrmatlon about Baxter. 

Asked why he only reported the 
assault and robbery to the police on 
Tuesday Instead of immediately, 
Baxter told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that he preferred not to 
say. Baxter refused to comment on 
the Incident and asked The Post to 
keep his name out of it. 


Mann gets Cairo invitation from Begin

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday Invited 
Theodore Mann, chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, to 
accompany him to Egypt next Mon- 
day "to represent American 
Jewry." Mann accepted the invita- 
tion. 

Addressing 60 Jewish leaders at 
the Regency Hotel here, the prime 
minister acclaimed their support for 
Israel during the months of 
negotiations leading to the peace 
treaty with Egypt. “We didn’t do a 
bad job together," Begin said, 
suggesting that Jewish support for 
Israel’s stand was clearly helpful in 
determining the final outcome. 

Regarding the trip to Egypt, Begin 
earlier invited Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler, the Immediate past chair- 
man of the conference, to also join. 
Schindler, president of the Union of 
'American Hebrew Congregations 
(reform), had been an ardent ad- 
vocate of Israejl policy during his 
term in office. 


Begin is expected to invite Suzy 
Eta an, born In Ismailiya, to Cairo as 
well. 

Begin said the visit would have 
great significance, noting that the 
Symbolic playing of 1 ’Hatikva* ’ and a 
military salute to the Israeli colours 
will. In themselves, dramatize this. 

Begin flew here from Washington 
on Tuesday evening. He was due to 
depart for Jerusalem last night 
(after midnight Israel time) follow- 
ing a dinner with the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce and a mass rally at the 
Lincoln Centre here. 

Both he and, Interestingly, Sadat 
as well, devoted a considerable 
amount of time meeting with 
American Jewish leaders during 
their stay here and In Washington. 
Sadat met privately with Philip 
Klutznlck and later with the 
presidents' conference at the Egyp- 
tian embassy in Washington.

detainees, as long as this would not 
harm Israeli .security. Bnt the 
number In question is very email,” 
the foreign minister said. 

Asked what would happen should 
mayors in the territories decide to 
hold a large political gathering, 
Dayan said this was "a hypothetical 
question. I don't want to enter Into 
details. Everything will have to be In 
keeping with the law, and we will not 
change anything In the slightest 
regarding the existing regulations or 
laws," he said. 

"Turning to the memorandum of 
understanding between the U.S. and 
Israel, Day an said the "main thing Is 
that America accepted the role of be- 
ing an address we can turn to in case 
the treaty with Egypt Is violated. In 
such an eventuality, the 
Americans will use their influence to 
see that the Egyptian undertakings 
are carried out." 

"If this fails and Israeli's security 
Is In any way adversely affected, 
Israel could apply to the U..S. for 
assistance, including military 
supplies. Israel would be entitled to 
take steps to defend Itself and the 
U.S. would aid it within the limits of 
its constitution and according to Its 
considerations. We In any case will 
not ask for American soldiers to do 
any fighting here," Dayan stressed. 


He added that Israell-Amerlcan 
understandings reached In various 
Interim agreements in the past were 
renewed, with the exception of those 
which are now rendered out of date 
"such as a U.S. undertaking to see 
that the next step would be a peace 
agreement, or an American 
promise of a few years ago to 
guarantee oil supplies to Israel for 
the next five years. We now have 
such an undertaking for 25 years." 

Dayan said that, according to the 
treaty, freedom □! movement 
between Israel and Egypt would be 
instituted in nine months, "though 
there Is a possibility that this In fact 
will take place earlier. Israeli ship- 
ping through the Suez Canal, 
however, is to be allowed right off." 

Dayan told reporters that he 
heard "nothing concrete" about 
Chinese feelers aimed at es- 
tablishing diplomatic relations with 
Israel. He did, however, express the 
hope that "many countries will now 
establish or renew ties with us. 
There are grounds to believe that we 
will not be as isolated as we had been 
in the world." 

Dayan, visibly pleased, showed 
the treaty to reporters, opening it at 
various pages. It was carried by 
Rosenne, and Dayan explained that 
this was because "he worked on it 
more than anyone else and worked 
hard, conscientiously and with 
talent. This is his baby and his 
creation." 

The foreign minister told reporters 
that he himself was now happier 
than he had been in the past 28 
months, because "while I believed 
that the treaty was possible, I could 
never be sure that we would actually 
achieve it." 


CROSSINGS 
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Egypt would indeed agree on some 
border-crossing in advance of the ex- 
change of ambassadors. 

Ghall Indicated that there might 
also be border-crossingB by 
residents of El-Arisb, and by Egyp- 
tians who want to visit the Sinai town 
after it is restored to Egyptian ad- 
ministration. 

But the "basic principle," Ghali 
said, in respect of unrestricted 
border crossings, was that the 10- 
month date for exchange of am- 
bassadors remained the scheduled 
date for the start of free border 
crossings too. 

Ghali explained that one reason 
for Egypt’s caution and gradual ap- 
proach towards mass tourism was 
its fear for the security of Israelis In 
Cairo. If there were an "accident," 
he said, and an Israeli came to 
harm, rejectlonlsts would seize upon 
it as a demonstration of the Egyptian 
people's hostility towards the peace 
and normalization with Israel. 

Other Egyptian officials said that 
the talk of free border crossings In 
the immediate future apparently 
referred to the need for Egyptian 
and Israeli negotiators to move free- 
ly and frequently between the two 
countries as they pursue the talks on 
the establishment of Arab autonomy 
in the territories. 

Ghall told The Post that there was 
no agreement yet on the precise 
modalities of these autonomy 
negotiations. Probably, he said, they 
would begin on a senior level — 
perhaps that of foreign ministers — 
and then move onto a "technicians" 
level. It seemed clear that Ghall 
himself, as throughout the past six- 
teen months, would continue to play 
a central role in the negotiations. 

Ghali once again stressed that the 
idea of applying the autonomy to the 
Gaza Strip first, and only later to 
Judea and Samaria, was still very 
prominent in Egyptian thinking. But 
the agreement between Israel and 
Egypt on the modalities and the 
scope of the autonomy must be 
negotiated, he said, as a single 
framework. 

Only the application might be 
split, but the legal and political foun- 
dation of the autonomy must be con- 
cluded as a unity. 


Hebron man killed 
preparing bomb

A resident of Hebron was killed on 
Tuesday night when a bomb he was 
preparing blew up In his hands in a 
cave near the town. 

According to an announcement 
trom the army spokesman, security 
forces were called to investigate a 
huge explosion on Tuesday night in a 
cave near Bnel Naim in the Hebron 
hills. They found the charred 
remains of a man later Identified as 
a resident of Hebron, who had ap- 
parently been killed while putting 
together an explosive device. The 
man's family has been detained for 
questioning. 

Also found in the cave were 
several Katyusha rockets, a large 
cache of grenades and ammunition, 
and a sizeable amount of explosives. 
No further details were available 
last night.

Begin: Investors need not 
fear Arab boycott now

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday told 
businessmen In New York that they 
could invest in Israel without fear of 
reprisal of an effective Arab boycott. 

Boycott action had been liquidated 
for all practical purposes under the 
terms of the just-signed peace treaty 
with Egypt, he said: ' 

.••-You won’t be blackiiggd In doing 
business with Israel," the Prime 
Minister told 150 businessmen at a 
luncheon at the Plaza Hotel here 
organized by the U.S. -Israel 
business council. 

Introducing Begin was Vice- 
president Walter Mondale who was 
sent by President Jimmy Carter to 
attend the event. Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat also met American 
businessmen yesterday evening in 
Washington. Carter himself had 
attended that meeting. 

Begin said that Arab boycott of- 
fices existed until now In Cairo and 
Damascus. With the elimination of 
the Cairo office, he maintained, the 
central force for the boycott had 
receded. All the other Arab countries 
combined do not equal Egypt’s 40 
million population, be said. 

Citing the OPEC rise in oil prices, 
Begin sa/d the world should not allow 
itself to be dictated to by "ungrateful 
sheikhs." He suggested that "the 
free world" take a "close look" at 
the inflationary situation generated 
by the oil hikes in order to determine 
"how long i this situation! should be 
tolerated." But he did not offer any 


specific advice. 

Before outlining Israel's 
eagerness to see American Invest- 
ment In its econony, Begin called on 
American business to Invest In 
Egypt. He said other Arab countries, 
seeing the rewards of peace, might 
thus be encouraged to follow Egypt’s 
lead. 

He doted that Sadat had pledged 
continued suites of oU to Israel 
from Sinai, and. adde.d' that Sadat Via 
a mta^fYifeVordr^ V™ 

Begin emphasized that Israel has 
free enterprise. "It's the philosophy 
of our government." Israel would 
continue to try to remove 
bureaucratic obstacles standing in 
the way of investment, he said. 

Taking up the theme he has voiced 
in the past repeatedly. Begin pointed 
to Israel's role as a "reliable ally". in 
the face of Soviet encroachment. In 
this context, he said that South 
Yemen, In attacking North Yemen, 
had as its real objective Saudi 
Arabia and the oilfields. 

Their success, he warned, would 
"make the world depend on the 
whim of Moscow.” 

He pointedly recalled Israel's role 
In the events that led to Syria’s 
withdrawal from Jordan In 1970, say- 
ing that It was Washington that had 
turned to Israel for help. "We can 
deter aggression," he declared. 

When introducing the premier. 
Mondale described him as an "inter- 
national hero of peace." Mondale 
emphasized the role of American 
business in bolstering the peace ef- 
fort in the Middle East. It had, he 
said, "a crucial" part to play.

Trade and tariffs with Egypt, tax- 
es and licences under the autonomy 
to Judea and Samaria and ail other 
issues related to Industry that will 
change because of the peace treaty 
signed on Monday will be examined 
by five special committees formed 
"this week by. the Ministry of In- 
dustry. Trade and Tourism. 

All the committees work under a 
central steering committee chaired 
by the director general of the 1 
{ministry, Yoram ZIv. 

The first committee will deal with 
Israel’s trade relations with the 
autonomous Judea-Samarla and 
Gaza Strip and the changes .needed 
in customs, taxes, licensing and 
standards regulations. 

Compensation for Investments in 
Sinai will he dealt with by the second 
committee. Moat of the demands lor 
compensation will apparently come 
from persons who invested in 
tourism, mainly to southern Sinai. 
This committee will also try to find 
alternative Investments to Israel for 
the people and bodies which will 
receive compensation. 

The third committee will concen- 
trate on the development of industry 
and Infrastructure to the Negev, to 
which Israel’s forces will withdraw. 
The third committee will also ex- 
amine socio-economic aspects of the 
army’s re-deployment. For exam- 
ple, most of file army and air force 
officers are expected to live out of 
base to Negev towns, at the first 


stage In Arad and Eilat, and later in 
Ml Lz pc Ramon. 

Trade relations with Egypt will be 
the subject of the fourth committee. 
It will deal with issues such as 
customs, passage of civilian vehicles 
between the two countries, 
regulations concerning trade 
manifests and anticipated joint 
Israell-Egyption projects. 

The Implications of the treaty on 
Israel's international trade relations 
will be dealt with by the fifth com- 
mittee. The effects of Israeli- 
Egyptlan trade on Israel's relations 
with the European Economic Com- 
munity and other bodies os well as 
the possibility of joint Israeli- 
E gyp t lan agreements on tariffs un- 
der the terms of the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 
will be within the scope of this com- 
mittee. 

The EEC gives countries with 
regional cooperation agreements 
special benefits, and Israel may now 
be eligible for these. 

Another Issue being dealt with now 
by the Industry. Trade and Tourism 
Ministry Is contacts with American 
companies ■ who wish to invest to 
Israel now that their businesses In 
Iran have been lost. These com- 
panies are mainly Interested to con- 
tracts for building the two airports 
and new roads planned in the Negev. 

But the ministry now lacks the 
ability to deal with these contacts 
since It has no body which can coor- 
dlnate and concentrate the 
applications from abroad.

Sadat on 
Tuesday urged Congress to approve 
a new U.S. -Egyptian military 
relationship to help counter possible 
Soviet and Cuban Intervention in 
Africa and the Middle East. 

The Egyptian president also has 
used his treaty-signing visit to the 
U.S. to press for Increased economic 
aid — both public and private. He 
met with Rockefeller, president of 


Chase Manhattan Bank, and Tues- 
day night promoted Ua country at a 
dinner of top U.S. businessmen from 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

He told the businessmen that 
World Bank President Robert 
McNamara had warned him Egypt's 
bureaucracy and red tape could dis- 
courage potential investors. He said 
he was directing Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil to cut through 
whatever red tape might arise for 
American Investors. 

Earlier on Tuesday. Sadat said 
Egypt could "never agree" to Israeli 
sovereignty over East Jerusalem. 
He told reporters he wants a Joint 
Israeli-Arab council to manage 
Jerusalem — an Idea he urged at last 
autumn's Camp David talks.

Sharon: More 
settlements 
for areas 

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
said yesterday that no settlements to 
Judea and Samaria would be dis- 
mantled. and many more would be 
established. 

He made this Interjection in the 
Knesset during the second reading of 
the interim budget for the first three 
months of fiscal 1979, 

Uri Avnery (Shell) had sold from 
the rostrum that he surmised that 
just as Sharon had undertakes, to dis- 
mantle the Sinai settlements, he 
would dismantle with equal 
enthusiasm the settlements on the 
West Bank that he was now es- 
tablishing. 

Here Sharon Interposed that 
Avnery was In serious error. 
Settlements were being established 
now, and others would be established 
in the future. 

Dozens of kilometres of water 
pipes were now being laid, which 
would carry water from Lake 
Klnneret and the Jordan. No 
settlements would be dismantled. 
Sharon said.

Shoval wants 
cabinet changes

Four British ships visiting Haifa

HAIFA. — A survey squadron of the 
British Royal Navy, comprising four 
white, unarmed ships — HMS 
Hydra.

The 
5,000-t«n syb, which carries 
SUBROC anti-submarine missiles 
with nuclear warheads. Is to tie up 
Inside the harbour, the first time a 
nuclear warship will enter an Israeli 
port.

— Mauritania's troubled military 
regime has decided to abandon Its 
share of the former Spanish Sahara 
and back out of the three -year-long 
guerrilla war with the Algerian- 
sponsored Pollsarlo Liberation 
Movement in the territory. 

President Mouatapha Ould 
Moh&med Salek seized full powers 
on March 20 and purged his ruling 
"military committee of national 
recovery” of its pro-FolIsarlo 
members. But at the same time, he 
■ announced his impoverished desert 
nation Irrevocably intends to get out 
of the Sahara war and give up its 
claim to the 100,000 square miles of 
arid wilderness annexed when Spain 
withdrew In 1976. 

Polls arlo's Marxist leadership has 
so far refused to accept the Maurita- 
nian surrender offer unless Salek 
agrees to join actively In the war 
against Mauritania's present ally, 
Morocco. 

Morocco, which has annexed the 
mineral-rich northern two-thirds of 
the Spanish Sahara, is determined to 
hold on to Its share of the territory 
regardless of the cost or the Maurita- 
nian defection. 

Some 6,000 Moroccan troops re- 


main deployed against the guerrillas 
on Mauritanian territory, p articular - 
' ly to protect the Zo urate Iron mines. 
The mines are now back in full 
operation after the guerrillas had 
almost brought Mauritania's only 
major Industry to a standstill. 


Western military sources estimate 
that the guerrilla war is costing 
Morocco an estimated 51 m. a day. 
with the army suffering an average 
100 casualties a month. 


The cost to Mauritania has been 
far greater. With a population of only 
1.5 million and an army originally 
□umbering less than 2,000 men, 
Mauritania has lost hundreds of men 
killed by the guerrillas. Following 
the July 1978 army coup In 
Nouakchott, the country was virtual- 
ly bankrupt and keeping afloat only 
with grants from Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait. 

Since the desert cease-fire, 
however, the Zo urate mines have 
gone back into full operation and are 
more than breaking even. The 
railway has not been attacked for 
more than nine months and many of 
the expatriate technicians who fled 
during the years of guerrilla attacks 
have returned. 


Yamani urges less oil consumption 


VIENNA fUPIi. — Saudi Arabian 
Oil Minister Ahmed Zakl Yamani 
warned yesterday there - will be no 
end to the oil crisis unless the in- 
dustrialized world reduces oil con- 
sumption "considerably." 


"The industrialized world will 
have to reduce oil consumption con- 
siderably or there will be no solution 
to the problem." Yamani said as he 
arrived for a two-day visit. 


Yamani came from Geneva where 
he attended Tuesday's Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries' 
conference that increased oil prices 


from 513.34 per barrel to $14.54, 
effective on April 1. 

"OPEC prices are still far below 
world market prices," Yamani said. 
"Western consumers are already 
paying between 518 and 52S for a 
barrel of crude oil." 

Yamani denied reports that certain 
Arab officials had called for an oil- 
embargo against the U.S. during the 
OPEC meeting. 

Yamani said that "the Iranian 
problem Is not yet settled. This 
should be another reason for the in- 
dustrialized world to curb oil con- 
sumption," 


Kansas City elects first Jewish mayor 


KANSAS CITY. Missouri (APi. - 
Richard Berkley swept to victory on 
Tuesday night, becoming the first 
Jewish mayor in Kansas City history 
and the first Republican to hold the 
city's top office in recent years. 

With the ballots of only 39 Jackson 
County precincts remaining to be 
counted, Berkley had 67,323 votes to 
42,464 for Democrat Bruce Watkins. 

Both Watkins, who is black, and 
Berkley served on the city council. 
Berkley's religion and Watkins* race 
were not issues in the campaign. The 
most recent Republican mayor was 
elected In 1925. 

Kansas City has a population of 
about 500,000, about one-fourth of 


whom are black. About two per cent 
of Its metropolitan area's population 
Is Jewish- Under its nonpartisan, 
council-city manager form of 
government, the mayor's post Is a 
part-time job. 

Berkley, 47, is treasurer of the 
family business. Tension Envelope 
Corp, and has been a councilman for 
10 years.

Barre, conveyed to the Jewish 
community ‘‘his and the 
government's sympathy." 

He told Rothschild that the police 
had been instructed to ensure full 
protection to all Jewish institutions 
in France.

Cease-fire collapses in northeast Iran 


TEHERAN (UPI). _ Marxist 
guerrillas yesterday aided 
Turkoman tribesmen battling with 
government forces in northeastern 
Iran for the third straight day. A 
cease-fire collapsed after daybreak. 

The shooting resumed early 
yesterday, after an overnight truce, 
and was still continuing around noon 
In the embattled city of Gonbad 
Kbvub, 477 km. northeast of 
Teheran, according to reports 
reaching the capital.

Waldheim decision 
angers Cambodia 


UNITED NATIONS (AP)'. — 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim’s 
decision to accept the credentials of 
a representative from the deposed 
Chinese- backed Cambodian regime 
of Pd] Pot has provoked a sharp 
protest from the present 
Vietnamese-hacked Cambodian 
government. 

Waldheim quietly accepted the 
credentials of Pol Pot's represen- 
tative, Thiounn Prasith, last Thurs- 
day.

BEIRUT (UPI). — The Arab League 
has decided to renew the mandate of 
the Arab Deterrent Force in 
Lebanon, made up almost wholly of 
Syrian troops, for three months 
rather than the usual six, two Beirut 
newspapers reported yesterday. 

The independent "An-Nahar” and 
the leftist "As-Safar" said the deci- 
sion was taken at the league meeting 
over the weekend in Mogadishu. 

It is estimated that Syria has about 
30,000 troops with the ADF and the 
United Arab Emirates about a bat- 
talion. The mandate was scheduled 
to expire on April 28. 

During the border dispute between 
the Ye mens earlier this month, 
Saudi Arabia announced It was 
withdrawing its estimated 1,200 
troops. The withdrawal was com- 
pleted last weekend. 


Four bombs damage 
Rome police station 


ROME i UPI l . — Four .bombs con- 
taining an estimated five kilograms 
of explosives severely damaged a 
brand-new three-storey police sta- 
tion in Rome early yesterday and 
firemen ordered the surrounding 
area cordoned off. 

Eight families In apartments near- 
by had to be evacuated after the ex- 
plosion, heard over a wide area, but 
only one couple were lightly injured 
by flying glass fragments. Firemen 
said the four main pillars of the 
police station had been badly 
damaged and the building was in 
danger.of total collapse. 

No one had claimed responsibility 
for the incident later yesterday, but 
many police stations and prison 
buildings have been attacked by lef- 
tist groups In the past. Police had not 
yet moved into the damaged 
building.

background. With the aid of 1 
volunteers, they arranged 130 cen- 
trepieces of forsythia and tulips, sur- 
rounded by hurricane -lamp candles. 
Ringing the centrepieces were small 
dishes of chocolate mints and 
peanuts. 

For the previous three mornings, 
Chef Haller had been up by fi:90. 
Even though he didn't have to 
prepare the beef, he was still respon- 
sible for the entire dinner and had to 
make the salmon In aspic for the 
first course and the platters of green 
beans, carrots and mushrooms to ac- 
company the beef. 

'Die cheese straws, hazelnut-and- 
chocolate mousse and petit fours 
were prepared by Albert Kumin, the 
celebrated pastry chef who came to 
the White House less than a month 
ago. 

Louis Martini Pinot Chardonnay 
was served with the fish, Paul 
Masson Cabernet Sauvlgnon with the 
beef, and Almadon Blanc de Blanc 
with the dessert and for the toasts. 

The kosher dinners were similar; 
salmon mousse for the first course, 
followed by boneless prime riba of 
beef and the same vegetables. Rolls 
and margarine were available for 
anyone who wanted them. For 
dessert, a chocolate mousse was 
made with non-dairy creamer. The 
wines were all an laraeli brand, 
Carmel. 

It was a simple meal, as White 
House atate dinners go, but may 
have ended up costing even more 
than the $40-to-360 per person Hoyt 
eald is about average for a atate 
dinner.

Arab nationals have been deported 
in recent weeks, suspected at con- 
tacts with known terrorist 
organisations such as the radical 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. 

Police said they face & double- 
barrelled threat from Internal, dis- 
sidents like Abdallah and external 
forces acting through some of the’ 
tens of thousands of expatriate 
Arabs in Egypt. 

ABDALLAH Is wanted as leader of a 
militant Islamic youth group that 
touched off a -near-riot In the Egyp- 
tian city of Assiyut two weeks ago, 
Just a few hours after President 
Carter left Cairo after sewing up the 
treaty that was signed in Washington 
Monday. 

The young religious fundamen- 
talists — who numbered In the hun- 
dreds, according to a British Jour- 
nalist on the scene — were dispersed 
by riot troops using tear gas. Ab- 
dallah escaped and went Into hiding 
In Cairo. 

Police sources said that while 
young men such as Abdallah are 
potentially dangerous because of 
their growing Influence over Islamic 
youth groups at Egypt’s 12 over- 
crowded universities, the major 
threat la external. Palestinian and 
Arab rejectlonlst groups have 
repeatedly threatened to kill, 
president Sadat and other Egyptian 
leaders, and to attack American 
targets throughout the Middle East. 

“We expect trouble, and attempts 
may be made,” one policeman said. 
“But we are confident. We are aware 
of plana and plots. We know where 
every one of these suspects goes and 
comes, and we follow every one of 
them." 

As example of the extra security 
precautions connected with the trea- 
ty signing, students at Cairo’s four 
major universities said 
plalnclothesmen visited dormitories 
and rooming houses Monday, 
carefully cheeking on the 
whereabouts of, and even the 
telephone calls to and from, hun- 


dreds of Palestinian and other 
students. 

MEANWHILE, some Cairo 
residtattf reported hearing war- 
. nings, -especially on Monday, to 
avoid Targe gatherings in public 
places such as movie theatres, for 
fear of bombings. 

Following a rash of bombings dur- 
ing the past three years, most of 
them officially blamed on Libyan 
agents, Egypt was relatively tran- 
quil until early February, when an 
explosion occurred in a ladles’ room 
at the luxurious Sheraton Hotel. 

That explosion and the discovery 
of an unexploded bomb at the plush 
Mena House Hotel two weeks later 
triggered a renewed security alert In 
public places. Agents began check- 
ing the handbags of hotel visitors. 
Guards were Increased around 
public buildings and on the six Cairo 
bridges that span the Nile, and army 
units guarding harbours and air- 
ports throughout Egypt were rein- 
forced. 

Police sources sold they will be 
even more alert when Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin visits 
Cairo next Monday. 

WHILE THE threat of terrorist acts 
and disruptive demonstrations 
appears greater than ever before In 
the wake of the treaty signing, Egyp- 
tian Interior Minister General 
Nabawl Ismail believes that his 
security forces, entirely revamped 
during the past two years, are better 
equipped th an e ver to handle them. 

Following the calamitous food 
riots of January, 1977, when the 
army had to be called In to restore 
order after police attempts failed, 
the Interior Ministry undertook a 
wholesale reorganization of Its 
security forces. Some 10,000 national 
police under Ismail’s direct com- 
mand were retrained and fitted out 
as a special force with modern anti- 
terrorist and anti-riot equipment. 

In addition, an elite, mobile anti- 
terrorist squad of about 1,000 
hand-picked men, equipped with 
helicopters and the moat 
sophisticated gear, was formed 
about 16 months ago. 

Police sources said the remainder 
of the 160,000-man national police 
force has been culled to remove sub- 
standard officers and men, and 
revitalized by new training 
programmes and morale-building 
incentives, such as special meals 
during duty hours and bonuses and 
presents on holidays. 

An elite plainclothes force also has 
been revamped and reinforced, ac-' 
cording to a police source who refus- 
ed to reveal its size. “It is enough to 
keep an eye on everyone who might 
make trouble,” he sold.

LONDON. — The South African 
Government's action in seizing the 
passport of Genera! Hendrik von den 
Sergh. the country’s former 
spy master, is as dramatic and as 
politically significant. In local terms, 
as the Backing of Lavrenti Beria, 
head of the Russian KGB after 
Stalin's death. 

Like Beria, Van den Bergh exer- 
cised powers of life and death os the 
former head of the South African 
Bureau of State Security (BOSS). He 
was the second most powerful man 
In the country after his close friend, 
John Vorster, then prime minister 
and r.ow president of South Africa. 

The general recently told a 
judicial commission that he would 
atop at ’•nothing" if he thought It 
would promote South Africa's in- 
terests. 

Now, the midnight knock — of 
which the former spymaster’s 
enemies had lived In fear for so long 
— has rapped on Van den Bergh's 
own door in Pretoria. 

THE REMOVAL of his passport was 
personally ordered by Prime 
Minister P.W. Botha to prevent the 
general from continuing a mission 
which he has described as vital to 
South Africa's national interests. 
The prime minister and the 
general are bitter personal enemies, 
tbe latter describing Botha in 
private conversations as "just rub- 
bish." 

Van den Bergh was on the point of 
flying to Europe for a second 
meeting with the discredited former 
director of Information. Dr. Eschel 
Rhoodie, when his passport was seiz- 
ed. 

Rhoodle and Van den Bergh were 
key figures in a quartet which, for 
almost 10 years, spent over SiflOm. in 
promoting clandestine operations to 
help strengthen South Africa's posi- 
tion In the hostile outside world. 

THE OTHER two members of the 
group were John Vorster and former 
Information Minister Dr. Connie 
Mulder. 

Mulder, who was only narrowly 
defeated In the election to succeed 
Vorster. has been driven Into the 
political wilderness by the man who 
defeated him, P.W. Botha. 

Mulder, Rhoodle and Van den 
Bergh have been made the three 
scapegoats for the scandal known as 
"Muldergate," In which they are 
alleged to have squandered millions 
of dollars that have never been 
properly accounted for. 

Botha and Vorster have been ac- 
cused by the opposition in the South 
African parliament and by tbe 
English-speaking press of engaging 
In a cover-up of Nixonian propor- 
tions to try to prevent the truth from 
emerging. 

At the same time, the powerful trio 
of Van den Bergh. Rhoodle and 
Mulder are determined that there 
should be full disclosure to save 
them from bearing all the blame for 
the scandal.

RHOODIE has 41 secret tapes, 
documents and photographs which 
provide much of the detailed Infor- 
mation about 108 secret projects on 
which the quartet had engaged In re- 
cent years. 

He was on the point of selling this 
secret Information to a British 
newspaper and broadcasting in- 
terests for 3200,000 when the general 
arrived at his hiding place near 
Paris to persuade him not to do so 
because. In his own words. It would 
do “a hell of a lot of damage to 
friends of South Africa." 


Rhoodle agreed to hand the tapes 
over to Van den Bergh if a number of 
conditions were fulfilled: His con- 
ditions are believed to have Included 
the unfreezing of his personal assets, 
worth about 3400,000, and the right to 
acquire a valid passport. 

Van den Bergh flew back to try to 
obtain agreement from the South 
African authorities. But Botha 
appears to have refused to deal with 
Rhoodle, and by withdrawing his 
passport, has now stopped Van den 
Bergh from continuing his 
negotiations. 

So the option remains open for 


Rhoodle to pursue the sale of his 
a secret tapes, about which there is 
considerable speculation. 

“ SOMETHING la already known of 
some of the secret Information 
Department projects because of the 
limited revelations made by a South 
African judge who had been ap- 
pointed to investigate the scandal — 
and who was promptly sacked by 
a Botha for having lifted the curtain 
only Slightly. But the details are mis- 
sing, and only the tip of the Iceberg 
has been revealed. 

One of the largest of the secret 
deals Involved an attempt to buy a 
number of Important American 
newspapers. Including the 
"Washington Star." The frontman 
for this deal was a prominent 
American publisher. John Me Goff, 
who has considerable business In- 
terests in South Africa. 

McCoff has strenuously denied a 
South African connection In his abor- 
tive bid to buy the "Star." One of the 
tapes. It Is believed, contains all the 
evidence about this deal. 

There were also secret bids to buy 
a number of leading British 
publications including, it la thought, 
the London "Observer. " and an In- 
fluential weekly magazine, “West 
Africa." 

Former U.S. Senator Dick Clark, 
of Iowa, has also alleged that he was 
defeated In the recent elections by a 
heavily financed lobby which receiv- 
ed Its funds through one of Rhoodle's 
channels. Clark was the Influential 
chairman of the Africa sub- 
committee of the Senate Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee and was a special 
target for South African hostility. 

If one of the tapes has Information 
to support the senator's claims, it 
could spark a major new American 
political scandal. 

MANY of the South African secret 
projects are known to have been con- 
nected with Pretoria's efforts to buy 
support from African political 
leaders. 

There are suspicions that a con- 
siderable sum was provided to sup- 
port some of the black Rhodesian 
leaders now working with Ian Smith 
to try to make the Internal settle- 
ment succeed against the challenge 
of the Patriots. Front guerrillas. 

If it is shovrn that the South 
Africans are the paymasters of some 
of the black Rhodesian leaders it 
would seriously upset the present 
attempts by the Rhodesian regime to 
convince the world about the accep- 
tability of the election they are 
proposing to hold next month. 

Meanwhile, the fate of Rhoodle's 
secret tapes still hangs in the 
balance. It now remains to be seen 
what Rhoodle will do following the 
attempts to silence Van den Bergh. 

Only Rhoodle, In his European 
hide-out, la still In a position to tell 
the truth — and, by doing so, in all 
probability, bring down the Botha 
government and President Vorster.

TEL AVIV. — Starting: on the road to 
the Moscow Olympics yesterday, a 
dispirited, alow-moving Israel soccer 
team lost Its way in Ramat Gan and 
went down 0-2 to Belgium in Israel's 
first Olympic Games qualifying 
match. 

Some zo.uoo disappointed fans 
booed the National Team and its 
coach Emanuel Sheffer off the 
ground at the end of the game. "The 
team underrated the Belgians and 
played three levels below Its normal 
game." a stunned Sheffer said. 

For 75 minutes the Israeli players 
tried to walk the ball past the keen 
3elgtan amateurs, and only when 
they suddenly found themaelvea a 
goal in arreara with 15 minutes left 
did they begin to play all out. It was 
too late. 

And to rub salt into Israel's wound, 
the Belgians added a second goal in 
the last minute of play — from the 
penalty spot. Ten Israeli players 
were pressing on the Belgian goal in 
a last gasp effort to salvage a home 
point, when three Belgian forwards 
broke out of defence and onto the 
Israel goal. 

A desperate scathing tackle by 
substitute Shlomo Klrat on Govaert 
left Rumanian referee Otto An- 
drescu no choice but to award a 
penalty against Israel. Ivan Kosie 
shot hard past Arle Kavlv. 

In the 77th minute, Belgian centre 
forward Paul Sanders fixed onto a 
ball after Avi Cohen made a mis- 
take. He outwitted three defenders 
before unleashing a low shot from 14 
metres out to send the ball into the 
Israel net. 

The 2-0 win now gives Belgium's 
Olympic team four points from two 
games, and placed them top of the 
group. Israel and Holland have no 
points from one game (Belgium beat 
Holland 2-1 last month). The result 


was a serious setback to Israel's 
hopes of reaching the Olyplc finals In 
Moscow. However. Israel still has 
five more games to play In Ita group. 

MK Tossl Sarid, who is a member 
of tbe Knesset Sports Committee, 
told Israel Radio last night that the 
national team should be disbanded. 
He said their poor performance was 
due to a lack of motivation, and their 
apparent lack of awareness of the 
Importance of Israel’s performance 
in international sporting events. 

Israel 'appeared to have the edge In 
the first half, when a great display 
by goalkeeper de Zutter kept the 
halftime scoreline at 0-0. 

In the fourth minute Sanders' shot 
was saved by Havlv. Two minutes 
later Daerden had a great scoring 


chance, but shot too weakly. In the 
seventh minute, Israel made its first 
raid on the visitors' goal, but Peretz 
shot wide. In the 32nd minute 
Malmillian put Peretc clean through 
with a precision pass, but.de Zutter 
blocked Feretz's shot. 

Israel's finest move of the entire 
game between Malmillian and 
Mizrahi, left the latter with only de 
Zutter to beat, but the goalkeeper 
managed to punch the ball over the 
bar. 

The Belgians looked much better 
In the second half, playing with far 
more confidence. They exposed the 
Israel players' lack of fitness. 

Goalkeeper de Zutter and Havlv 
mode some fine saves also In the se- 
cond half, but, in Sheffer's words, 
"the best team won."

BORN in the Shadow of the Arab 
riots of 2929, the Jerusalem Rotary 
Club celebrates its jubilee this 
month in the light of the lsrael-Sgypt 
peace negotiations. 

Once the only Rotary Club In this 
country, there are now 39 rtster- 
chibs from CarmJel to Eilat. 

Who founded the Rotary move- 
ment here? Some say a prominent 
Rotarlan from Calgary, Jim David- 
son, helped by a veteran British resi- 
dent of Jerusalem, K.L. Reynolds, 
Invited a dozen of the "worst mix- 
era" in town and persuaded each 
that their individual hopes for the 
welfare of their city would best be 
achieved through a Jerusalem 
Rotary Club. 

But according to an article written 
some years later by war correspon- 
dent Fred Barton, it was Clare Mar- 
tin (Near East manager of Shell In 
Cairo) who Invited the notables to 
dinner. 

"Each came thinking himself to be 
the only guest, but found to his sur- 
prise that there were 13 assembled. 
They glared at each other and each 
wondered how the others happened 
to be there. 

"Clare then excused himself, tell- 
ing them that he would be back 
shortly. His guests were more un- 
comfortable than ever. 

"Finally, their natural courtesy 
began to assert Itself. An Arab cross- 
ed the room and shook hands with a 
Jew. Then each of them, feeling he 
could not be outdone In courtesy, 
tried to surpass the others in 
politeness. 

"At Just tbe right moment. Clare 
Martin stepped back Into the room 
and. raising his hand, announced; 
‘Gentleman, the Rotary Club of 
Jerusalem is now in session.’" 

THE Jerusalem club was admitted 
to membership of Rotary Inter- 
national in 1929 — at the same time 
as the Cairo dub. Later that year. 
Rotary special commissioner 
William De Kock Buning came from 
Holland to present the Jerusalem 
Club with Its charter. 

Dr. I.B. George, a well-known 
Arab dentist and early member of 
the ctub, noted that "In the city of 
peace, a shrine of three great faiths. 
Rotary has... demonstrated how 
much con be accompiishcd for the 
good of all through fellowship and 
the ideal of service." 

"The Hospital for Crippled 
Children, sponsored by the Rotary 
Club of Jerusalem, is widely known 
throughout the Rotary world and the 
club’s interest in youth Is helping to 
ensure a better future." 

Two Rotarlan physicians, the late 
Dr. Benno Grunf elder and the late 
Dr. Ernst HeUbronner, linked the 
Alyn Crippled Children’s Hospital 
with Rotary and the connection 
remains strong.

MISS ZTV-LI, winner < of > the 1979 
Francois Shaplra Prize, appeared 
within the framework of the Young 
Artists Week organized by the 
America-Iarael Cultural Founda- 
tion. Her programme was original 
and nicely built. Scarlatti, 
Beethoven, Boskovlch and Prokofiev 
provided variety and we witnessed 
Miss Ziv-Li's capability to adjust to 
various stylistic demands and 
musical approaches. 

The Scarlatti sonatas were played 
with impressive fluency and great 
attention to embellishments, but the 
pianist's touch was not light enough, 
and many passages lacked 
brilliance. It was not the sparkling, 
transparent Scarlatti we had ex- 
pected. With the Beethoven, Miss 
Ziv-Ll did her best to appear 
thoughtful, serious and. responsible, 
bfct the sonata, containing a long 
chain of contrasting moods seemed 
to elude her. The first movement 
was not restless enough; the theme 
and variations lacked imaginative 
thinking. Miss Ziv-Ll tried to 
penetrate the exterior world of 
sound, but she merely did justice to 
the Instrumental side of the music, 
but not to Its spiritual and emotional 
content. I saw no real Justification 
for this ambitious choice. 

On the other hand, with the two 
other pieces. Boskovich and 
Prokofiev, one could hardly be more 
pleased. I have never heard the 
Boskovich Suite played with such ex- 
actitude and finesse. Miss Zlv-Li

A "follow-up" committee has 
recently been set up to check com- 
pliance with the recommendations of 
the Flomin committee on the 
automobile sector of the economy. 

The committee, headed by Deputy 
Finance Minister Yehezkel Flomin, 
has recommended that the prices of 
cars be reduced by 22 per cent In real 
terms by March 81, 1984. The first 
reduction will be effected by lower- 
ing the tax rate by 2.3 per cent this 
April. 

The recommendations have not 
yet been formally approved by the 
Finance Minister, who will eventual- 
ly issue the necessary regulations. 

The main recommendation is to 
reduce taxes on the purchase of a 
motor car, while increasing the cost 
of operating it. One of the ways to 
achieve the latter aim 1s to raise the 
price of petrol. 

Tax reductions will be applied 
differentially. Thus there will be a 
smaller reduction for a large car and 
a bigger one for a small car. 

There will also be tax reductions 
on spare parts and accessories, es-

Building starts

TEL AVIV. — Despite the severe 
shortage of flats, "building starts" 
will fall by 18 per cent In the current 
year, according to statistics just 
published by the Association of 
Builders and Contractors. The an- 
nouncement states emphatically 
that these are only estimates, since 
construction workers might be 
diverted to the Negev to work on the 
new security line. 

In 1979, according to these ~ es-“ 
tlmatea, the building starts (if there 
Is no diversion of workers) will 
amount to 4.6m. square metres, 
compared to 5.6m. sq. m. last year. 

The area devoted only to dwellings 
will drop by 11.8 per cent in 1979. 
Despite this, public building for 
housing will be Increased to 900,000 
aq. m.

Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
predicted yesterday that within two 
or three days retail egg prices 
throughout the country will be less 
than they were before the govern- 
ment ended Its subsidy. 

Replying to motions for the agenda 
by Imri Ron fAllgnmentMapam) 
and-Melr Pa'll (Shell), Sharon said 
that the abolition of subsidies had 
been necessary in order to make egg 
production profitable for hill-area 
settlers. 

A surplus of 400 million eggB Is an- 
ticipated In the next 12 months, 
Sharon said. Under the subsidy-and- 
controlled-price system the poultry 
farmers would have lost money : 
they would have received 12 agorot 
per egg less than they deserved. 

All efforts In recent years to curb 
production by administrative 
measures have failed, Sharon said. 
Hence, the attempt to curb produc- 
tion by letting the market determine 
the price. Hill settlers, however, will 
receive special support. 

The Immediate result of the aboli- 
tion of the subsidy was a rise In the 
consumer price above that 
warranted by the government's 
measure, Sharon said. 

As anticipated, however, the in- 
crease in stocks forced the price 
down. Sharon said, and by Tuesday

Katz - clear up wage mess

Israel will be unable to solve Its 
"overpowering economic problems” 
unless the government, Hlstadrut 
and private employers reach a new 
meeting of minds on wage problems. 

So says Dr. Israel Katz, Minister 
of Labour and Social Affairs. He told 
senior aides yesterday: "Instead of 
Improving, our labour relations 
profile Is deteriorating. We had 88 
full strikes last year, involving 230,- 
000 workers, and these cost us 1,093,- 
961 workdays.

TEL AVIV. — Two medical ex- 
aminations of a person's lungs — one 
before he stops smoking and the 
other six months after he has been 
weaned — are being offered free by 
the Consumer’s Shield to anyone 
registering for its “stop smoking" 
course. The two examinations, 
which are aimed at proving that the 
function of the lungs Increases ap- 
preciably six months after the 
smoker has turned over a new leaf, 
ordinarily cost IL1,000. 

"But anyone who signs up lor the 
course, which consists of one even- 
ing every week for two months, will 
receive them free,” a spokesman for 
the Consumer's Shield said yester- 
day. The course, however, costs 


UJ.,700 — "but it will pay for Itself 
within six months in money saved by 
not buying cigarettes,” he said. 

The first group will start being 
"treated" next week by a three-man 
team, consisting of Dr. Jerry 
Westin; Mordechal Litner, of Bar-

Flower growers have asked 
several Knesset members for their 
help in securing IL350m.

NisHitn Lussato, chairman af the 
Flower Marketing Board, said that 
flower exports are expected to total 
about 370m ^ 

The flower growers claim that 
there la a ILS difference between the 
present exchange rote of the dollar 
and what it_shouId be to cover 
operating costs of local exporters. 

During the past two weeks there 
has been a sharp drop in prices of 
flowers in Europe. According to 
Lussato, the price is so low, that it is 
reaching what he terms the “red 


line.” This Is the price at which 
farmers will be losing money to fly 
the flowers to Europe. 

The main reason for the drop in 
prices in Europe, Is that there is now 
a glut or European grown flowers 
from hot houses. These flowers were 
supposed to bloom towards St. 
Valentine's Day, but because of the 
severe winter they were late in 
blooming.

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Exports impend oh high standards

TEL AVIV. — The Standards Institu- 
tion must play a vital role In helping 
Israel achieve its Industrial target of 
$4,000m. in exports this year, Gideon 
Patt, Minister of Industry, Trade 
and Tourism, told members of the 
organization at its annual meeting 
yesterday. Of the $4,000m., some 
SI, 500m. will be In diamonds 
($l,300m. In 1978) and the rest, 
S2.300ra. ($2, 000m. In 1978) In various 
industrial goods. 

Patt stressed that to "Invade” 
successfully the highly sophisticated 
Western markets, especially the 
European Common Market, Israel’s 
goods must be of the highest stan- 
dard. 

"My ministry will pay half the 
costs any firm Incurs In setting up Its 
own quality control department," he 
promised. He added that the 
ministry would pay the cost of set- 
ting up two new laboratories at the 
Institution itself. One will test ther- 
mal devices and the other will teat, 
fire-fighting equipment. 

The minister pointed out that the 
Institution waa s meeting place of 
both consumers demanding high- 
quality goods, and of manufacturers 


trying to produce such goods. 
Although these two groups were 
generally in conflict, the final result, 
a better product, was for the benefit 
of both sides. 

The Standards Institution, which 
.employs over 500 persons (185 
engineers and technicians) , has a 
budget of ILlSOm. for 1979/80, com- 
pared to IL92m. for the year now en- 
ding.

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Cairo versus Baghdad 


IN A SWIFT pre-emptive strike, Egypt countered its Arab foes 
assembled in Baghdad to discuss ways of punishing President 
Sadat for his "traitorous" act in signing a peace treaty with 
Israel. 

This was done by announcing in advance the suspension of all 
Egyptian activities in the Arab League. The Egyptian leader 
thus served notice that he would not be deterred by threats of 
"assassination," economic sanctions, or political isola- 
tion — such as Egypt’s expulsion from the League. 

To be sure, the Baghdad conference of Arab foreign and 
economic ministers is not, as officials in Cairo have pointed out, 
a League affair at all. It is a partisan affair organized by the 
Iraqi regime, in its role as the central motor of Arab rejec- 
tionism. But nearly all Arab states, members of the League, are 
represented In Baghdad. 

The absentees, apart from Egypt itself, which was not invited, 
are only Sudan, Oman and Djibouti. Decisions of the conference 
are therefore binding on the League. And yesterday it was 
decided that the League's headquarters would be shifted from 
Cairo to Tunis, and its economic council to Amman. 

The political measures thus having been agreed upon, the con- 
ference put off the enactment of economic sanctions to another 
meeting of Arab heads of state to be held soon, apparently in 
Baghdad. This forum may conceivably also take up the matter 
of the "revolutionary violence" pledged by Syrian Foreign 
Minister Khaddam yesterday. 

Not all the Baghdad conferees share the Syrian’s taste for 
blood, it may be assumed. A number of them are seated where 
they are only because their governments do not think it ad- 
visable to break Arab ranks by offering any sort of visible sup- 
port to President Sadat. 

It is not too difficult to imagine what President Sadat in turn 
thinks of these timid souls. 

On the other hand, he must feel that he needs them to even- 
tually break the hold of the outright rejectionists on the Arab 
world. Apparently hoping to coax them out of any lasting 
alliance with the Syrians and the Iraqis, he is now working hard 
to put the most favourable construction, from the Arab view- 
point, on tKe peace treaty with Israel. 

Through his spokesmen, he has been arguing that Egypt’s 
gains under the treaty are not limited to the restoration of Sinai. 
They also include, besides recognition of the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people, and a U.S. undertaking to promote an 
overall settlement — the establishment of the principle of 
Israel's complete withdrawal from the occupied territories. 

No such principle, however, has in fact been established, and 
Egypt's Arab adversaries could easily point to a large corpus of 
official Israeli statements so testifying. It is very doubtful 
whether President Sadat could win any Arab support by making 
such extravagant claims. 

The issue for the Arabs, it should be realized in Cairo, goes 
much farther than territory. This was made abundantly clear at 
last November's Baghdad summit, which was attended not only 
by Iraq and Syria but also by Jordan and Saudi Arabia. 

At the time that summit was hailed in some- quarters as a 
triumph of moderation. The reason was that it committed even 
Iraq to the idea of a "just peace” on terms that vaguely recalled 
Resolution 242, In its standard Arab Interpretation. 

In fact, the summit laid down that there would be no normal 
peaceful relations with Israel even after all the occupied 
territories had been evacuated and a PLO state set up on the 
Palestinian "national soil.” 

That is why the Baghdad summit blasted the Egyptian 
leader's “treaty of reconciliation” with "the Zionist enemy." 

Clearly, then, there is no way to bridge the gap between the 
Jerusalem-Ismailiya and the Baghdad-Tripoli concepts of 
peace. Yet President Sadat need not despair. His seemingly un- 
ited opposition In the Arab world will yet melt away if he stands 
firm, if he keeps his treaty undertakings even in the face of re- 
jectionist provocations, and if he cooperates in trying to make 
Palestinian autonomy work initially In Gaza and later in the 
West Bank. 

Needless to say, there is a corresponding obligation on the 
leaders of Israel to exercise good judgement and forbearance. 


Text of memorandum

consult with the parties with regard 
to measures to hold or prevent the 
violation, ensure observance of the 
treaty of peace, enhance friendly 
and peaceful relations between the 
parties and promote peace In the 
region, and will take such remedial 
measures as It deems appropriate, 
which may include diplomatic, 
economic and military measures as 
described below. 

3. The U.S. will provide support it 
deems appropriate for proper ac- 
tions taken by Israel in response to 
such demonstrated violations of the 
treaty of peace. In particular, if a 
violation of the treaty of peace is 
deemed to threaten the security of 
Israel, including. Inter alia, a 
blockade of Israel's use of inter- 
national waterways, a violation of 
the provision of the treaty of peace 
concerning limitation of forces or an 
armed attack against Israel, the 
U.S. will be prepared to consider, on 
an urgent basis, such measures as 
the strengthening of the U.S. 
presence in the area, the providing 
of emergency supplies to Israel, and 


tne exercise of maritime rights in 
order to put an end to the violation. 

4. The U.S. will support the par- 
ties' rights to navigation and 
overflight for access to either coun- 
try through and over the Strait of 
Tiran and the gulf of Aqaba pursuant 
to the treaty of peace. 

5. The U.S. will oppose and, if 
necessary, vote against any action 
or resolution in the UN which in its 
Judgment adversly affects the treaty 
of peace. 

6. Subject to congressional 
authorization and appropriation, the 
U.S. endeavours to take into account 
and will endeavour to be responsive 
to military and economic assistance 
requirements of Israel. 


7. The U.S. will continue to impose 
restrictions on weapons supplied by 
it to any country which prohibit their 
unauthorized transfer to any third 
party. The U.S. will not supply or 
authorize transfer of such weapons 
for use in an armed attack against 
Israel, and will take steps to prevent 
such unauthorized transfer. 



8. Existing agreements between the 
U.S. and Israel are not terminated or 
altered by the conclusion of the trea- 
ty of peace except for those con- 
tacted In articles 4 (B), 6. 6, 7, 8, 11, 
12 , 15, and 16 of memorandum of 
agreement between the government 
of Israel and the government of the 
U.S. of September l, 1975. 


9. This memorandum of agree- 
ment sets forth the full understan- 
dings of the U.S. and Israel with 
regard to the subject matters 
covered between them hereby and 
Bhall be implemented In accordance 
with its terms."

THE ERA of post-Ben-Gurion 

development of the Negev is now 
starting. The determining element 
is, of course, military, with the 
transfer of the army's facilities — 

airfields, training grounds, firing 
areas — from Sinai to the Negev. 

But the transfer has an impact on 
other matters, and those who are in- 
timately concerned with them 
believe that their importance to our 
future is no less, though of an entire- 
ly different order, than that of 
military security. 

For most of us. including those of 
our leaders whose outlook is still 
grounded in outmoded Eastern 
European attitudes, wilderness Is a 
wasteland that exists to be "con- 
quered by man.” Every road, no 
matter how or where, is a triumph. 
Every encroachment, change or 
"development" is positive, since the 
desert is seen as negative. 

But for those who have lived in and 
with it — including the prophets of 
the Bible, who did their best work far 
from the bygone equivalents of 
Dizengoff — the desert provides a set 
of scientific, educational, aesthetic, 
moral and social values. 

"Those questioning the value of 
preserving anything in the Negev 
should spend a few days In the area 
with a good guide." says Azaria 
All on, one of the founders of the 
Society for the Protection of Nature 
In Israel (SPNI). 


Minimizing the damage

effects of the IDF’s withdrawal from the Sinai back into 
the Negev. 


ONE SUCH good guide would be 
Danny. 24, an Instructor at the 
Society’s Tzukel David Field School 
in Sinai, near Santa Katarina 
Monastery. For some months now, 
Danny has been a member of one of 
the eight-man teams surveying the 
Negev to earmark what ought to be, if 
at all possible, preserved — in other 
words, to inventory the unknown and 
to evaluate Its vulnerability, so that 
the damage caused by essential 
army requirements will be minimal. 

The teams include experts in 
scientific disciplines — botany, 
zoology, geology, and so on — from 
Tel Aviv University and the Nature 
Reserves Authority as well as the 


SPNI. and are part of the univer- 
sity's "Project Shalom." 

Of the many conflicts and con- 
tradictions built Into our new situa- 
tion — and who could have predicted 
that a peace treaty with Egypt would 
bring about the militarization of the 
Negev? — Danny points to this par- 
ticularly provocative one. 

"When I am In the army, I become 
an entirely different oerson.” he 
says. When the unif orm goes on, all 
the carefully inculcated' values of 
care, concern, consideration, 
cleanliness, conservation seem to 
fall away: the army legitimizes 
behaviour which at least some 
civilians would never be guilty of. 

Danny realizes that, in his case, 
"some element of conflict remains" 
when he puts on his uniform, and 
that, when he takes It off, he can 
always return to the desert. Born In 
Tel Aviv, he believes that 
"wilderness is an important social 
value," and quotes an American 
observer who has suggested that the 
wilderness experience "can give 
answers to questions people don’t yet 
know how to ask." 


fort. 


Put more fancifully, the desert 
organism needs a complex In- 
frastructure no less than does the 
new generation of tanks and planes. 
And in still another sense, the 
romantic tradition of desert 
hospitality indicates that, again for 
purposes of survival and mutual 
dependence, the most barren 
wilderness brings out the best In 
human beings. 

Six months ago. the National Coun- 
cil for Planning and Construction 
agreed in principle to a nature 
reserves programme for the Negev. 


IN A DESERT such as the Negev, 
Azaria Allon points out. "the margin 
for the survival of natural life is very 
narrow, and therefore extremely 
complex — and thus highly 
vulnerable to change." 

Larger areas are accordingly re- 
quired for desert nature preserves 
than in areas where life is easier for 
all organisms, from man on down. 
Large territories are needed by 
desert animals for survival; in the

Some have been designated, but 
none-has yet been actually proclaim- 
ed. The most important areas from 
the point of view of the SPNI are 
among those unsuited for either 
settlement or army facilities. 
Roughly, these are south and west of 
Yeruham. between the Arava and 
the approaches to Sinai. 

The SPNI plans to construct a new 
field school somewhere in the vicini- 
ty of Har Ramon, which Is a dot on 
the map about halfway between 
Beersheba and Eilat, not far from 
the old green line separating the 
Negev from Sinai, at the western end 
of the Ramon crater. 


without help from America, will cer- 
tainly be considered marginal in 
these risky times.

"But there is more and more ap- 
preciation for the values found in 
desert wildernesses, though these, 
paradoxically, are mostly located in 
countries that attach no special im- 
portance to nature preservation," 
says Allon. 

At the top army levels, he says, 
there is today understanding and 
acceptance of the conservationists' 
basic premises, “but It all depends 
on what happens in the field, on the 
spot. Where the road must go, for in- 
stance, and where the airfield must 
be sited. It also depends on how the 
work Is done. Whether the man on 
the bulldozer works carefully, or 
whether he throws his raw power 
around and cuts huge tracks on 
either side, which may remain raw 
and ugly tor many years."

EDUCATION does not lead society: 
rather, it is a reflection of the society 
In which it functions. Parents, 
teachers and the media generally 
represent the norms and aspirations 
of their community, and if such goals 
are fuzzy and Inarticulate, so are the 
purposes of education. 

In a centralized, democratic 
system of learning, one cannot 
provide education outside the 
political ethos of the society. If the 
ethos is peace-loving, the 
educational establishment willingly 
gives it support; if its is war- 
mongering, the educational Bystem, 
perhaps with reluctance, has little 
alternative but to join that mood. 

Naturally, individual teachers 
project their own attitudes, but they, 
too, are affected by the political 
climate. 

Peace cannot mean the same thing 
to everyone. In Israel, those living on 
the northern borders or in cities 
more subject to terrorist attacks 
than others, cannot possibly have the 
same attitude to peace as do those 
living in more secure areas. 

Despite the signing of the peace 
agreement. Israel's security con- 
sciousness and confrontations with 
PLO sympathizers are unlikely to 
decrease: rather, the opposite is 
true. 

The provocative verbal sparring 
between Jerusalem and Cairo regar- 
ding the future status of Jerusalem 
and the West Bank will increase ten- 
sions and suspicions, not diminish 
them. 


EDUCATION AND PEACE

Both Egypt and Israel have signed 
the peace document with heavy 
hearts. Moral predicaments and 
political uncertainties face them 
both. One must, therefore, teach 
compassion and understanding 
regarding their feelings of am- 
bivalence and suspicion, not merely 
seek to "objectively" assess right 
and wrong. 

It would be blind arrogance for 
Israelis not to appreciate the 
singular courage of President Anwar 
Sadat in standing up to the Arab 
world and signing the peace docu- 
ment. 

It is the essence of biased Ig- 
norance for Egyptians not to ap- 
preciate the far-reaching con- 
cessions made by an Israeli prime 
minister whose entire life has been 
quite at variance with the flexibility 
and statesmanship he displayed 
when the chips were down.

So what can the concept mean to 
them? For Zionism to have any ap- 
preciable personal significance to 
Israeli Jews, It must stand for a com- 
mitment to a quality of life, to an 
ethical nationalism based on integri- 
ty. respect and cooperation. And 
such a Zionism can be Accepted and 
appreciated by Egypt and other 
states, too. 


YET PEACE remains an 
educational goal for Israel to pursue 
and promote, despite the uncertain- 
ties. For the first time in the history 
of modern Israel, there is an oppor- 
tunity to convert former enemies 
into friends. 

To view one’s former foe, the 
Egyptian as a child of God, a 
brother, and not as a target for 
hatred and harm, is authentically 
Jewish. 

And though we are not certain of 
success, it would he totally un- 
natural and un -Jewish for us sot to 
attempt to fan the tiny flame of con- 
tact between Israel and Egypt into a 
mighty beacon of genuine 
friendship. 

Nonetheless, It would be Irrespon- 
sible for us to ignore the wishful 
thinking and liberal-sounding 
cliches. Real education grapples 


FAIR-MINDED people of both sides 
surely realize that peace between 
nations cannot be a one-way traf- 
fic: both parties must participate in 
such an effort if they really wish to 
promote peace beyond the headlines 
and official ceremonies. . 

Peace between states is only a 
framework; the substance of peace 
must be cultivated among people. In 
educational terras, peace is not the 
absence of war, it Is a state of mind 
and an ongoing pattern of mutual 
generosity. 

"Shalom" means wholeness, in- 
tegration, a harmony of 
telatlonships between peoples. It is 
towards this end that the world 
awaits the efforts of both nations in 
educating their own citizens. 

Israeli Jews have every right to 
expect that negative and stereotyped 
views of Zionism and Jewry will be 
expunged from Egyptian textbooks 
and the media. But meanwhile. 
Israel can begin preparing Its socie- 


FIRSTLY, there Is the Israeli factor. 
Israel is a pluralistic, democratic 
society, but It has failed to promote 
the concept of "diversity In unity” 
among its citizens, and to encourage 
the appreciation of the cultures and 
religions of its Arab neighbors. 

To prepare the Jews of Israel to 
meet their Egyptian cousins while 
ignoring the fact that most Israeli 
Jews know very little about the 
Arabs of Israel proper borders on 
foolhardiness. 

Neither can an educational policy 
promoting the legitimacy of 
pluralism ignore the monolithic 
mould of Judaism taught in the 
Jewish sector. 

Unless we are taught to pursue a 
greater tolerance of others and an 
appreciation of their differences, 
while learning to respect that which 
is holy and sacred to them, we will 
continue to view the “other" — 
whether In Israel or in Egypt — with 
suspicion and subconscious animosi- 
ty. 


SECONDLY, there is the Zionist fac- 
tor. Zionism may mean different 
things to Jews, but to Arabs It has 
taken on a single, pejorative mean- 
ing. Paradoxically, the way to give 
the term a positive Image to Arabais 
to teach it as a value-prone concept 
of personal commitment to Jews. 

For most Jews in Israel who have 
never experienced anti-Semitism, 
the term Zionism is a cliche: It can- 
not mean aliyah to, or the reality of, 
a Jewish State into which they were 


THIRDLY, there is the Jewish fac- 
tor. .This is the most difficult of the 
educational components to relate - -to 
in the peace efforts because it is the 
most controversial among Jews.' It is 
comprised of two elements, negative 
and positive, and both of them re- 
quire an intensive process of air 
titudinal change. 

Jewish Israelis appear to be 
somewhat arrogant to people 
abroad. Arabs, in particular, have 
experienced Israeli military vic- 
tories for the past SO years and are 
particularly sensitive to this point. 

Unless we begin to educate our 
Jewish society. — for its own sake, 
not only because of the peace issue — 
to adopt a national stance of modes- 
ty, we will not succeed in ridding 
ourselves of this negative image. 

Despite Leon Uris, we are not an 
Ari Ben Canaan society, and perhaps 
one of our most profound national 
traumas resulted from having 
believed this myth and suddenly, 
after the Yom Klppur War, finding It 
to be wanting. We have no alter- 
native but to be brave, but this is not 
the same as being arrogant. 

The positive educational factor is 
even more controversial. Israeli 
Jews, except perhaps for the 
Orthodox, are confused and uncer- 
tain about the uniqueness and 
worthwhileness of their Jewishness. 

As long as all Israel’s neighbours 
were enemies, Israelis were united. 

But now, most Israeli Jews who 
consider themsel vea' 'non-rehgl oua" 
will have to formulate a positive 
Jewish identity.

Britain had reneged on her man- 
date trust and, despite the gas 
chambers, had restricted the Im- 
migration of Jews into Western 


Palestine while allowing unchecked 
immigration of Arabs, attracted by 
the prosperity created by Jewish 
enterprise. Merely because of that, 
there is no reason why Israel, when 
at last put providentially in posses- 
sion of Judea and Samaria through 
King Hussein's wanton attack on her 
in 1967, should not continue to further 
the promise of the Balfour Declara- 
tion to the Jews of the world and 
resettle Jews In Judea and Samaria 
and Gaza, while respecting the civic 
rights of their Arab inhabitants. 

The NRP is undoubtedly on & 
sound wicket when it requires that 
autonomy in the West Bank and 
Gaza should apply to the people and 
not to the territory to which, as Mr.
